| The 33 Japanese scientists in the 
expedition to Losap ‘Island, 1875 
miles southeast of Japan, said their 
efforts were entirely successful. 

The two Americans—soseph J. 
Johnson, instructor in astronomy at 
California Institute of Technology, 
and Dr. William M. Cohn, research 
fellow at the University of Califor- 
nia—also were successful. 

This spot—a low, flat, coral isle 
—was selected by the expedition be- 
cause it was the only suitable point 
for-scientific observation of the to- 
tal eclipse. 

The scientists, who spent $29,000 
in the expedition, had two minutes 
and five seconds of totality in 
which to make their observations. 
Tie sun entered totality at 5 min- 
utes 23 seconds after 10 a. m. 
(about 6 p. m. Tuesday, St. Louis 
time). 

The astronomers were interested 
in observing the polarization of the 
light from the sun’s corona and 
the angle of deflection of the light. 
The angle of deflection of the light 
has a bearing on the Einstein theo- 
ry of relativity.

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Radio), Feb. 14.—Perfect conditions 
and completion of my observing 
program made entirely successful 
the St. Valentine's day total solar 
eclipse which I observed from this 
little coral island today. The sky 
in the vicinity of the sun was per- 
fectly clear. There was no wind. 
The “seeing” was good. The entire 
routine of observations that I had 
planned and rehearsed carefully 
was accomplished without a hitch. 
Naturally I am much pleased. 


The corona flashed out in its ra- 
diance when the sun was blotted 
out. This halo around the sun was 
the type that is characteristic of 
the time of minimum sunspots. The 
coronal rays extending from the 
sun’s equator predominated and the 
short. polar rays were sharply de- 
fined. There were two coronal 
streamers. If the sun is thought 
of as the face of a clock with 12 
o'clock at its vortex, these stream- 
ers extended from positions corre- 
sponding to 1 and 7 o'clock. 

Only from this little island, one 
of two situated in the path of tctal 
eclipse, were scientific observations 
made. The parties of Japanese as- 
tronomers here seem to have made 
successful observations, 


I have not yet had time to de- 
velop my photographic plates, but 
my two cameras of 60-inch focus 
with quartz prisms were aimed at 
the inner and the outer corona. A 
polariscope measured the sky light 
close to the sun. The color distri- 
bution of the corona was studied 
by photographs taken through col- 
or filters. Spectrum photographs 
were also made of the skylight dur- 
ing clipse-and the sun’s photosphere 
layer which lies close to its sur- 
face.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14. — Evi- 
dence was presented to Senate 
stock market investigators today 
that Russell R. Brown, chairman of 
the American Commercial Alcohol 
Corporation, gave options to 65,000 
shares of the company’s stock in 
1932 and 1933 for operation of pools, | 
with an agreement that he was to 
participate in the profits. Ferdinand 
Pecora is counse] for the commit- 
tee. 

Brown testified he gave the op- 
tions to Ruloff E. Cutten, broker, 
on behalf of himself and other offi- 
cers of the alcohol company. Un- 
der the contracts with Cutten, it 
was brought out, Brown was to re- 
ceive 25 per cent of any profits in 
the pool operations, but not to be 
responsible for any losses. 

The witness insisted the options 
were given to “stabilize the” market, 
but conceded he could not present 
evidence that it needed to be stabil- 
ized. 

Pecora said Brown was engaged 
fn pool operations in the alcohol 
stock which sent its price skyrock- 
eting last spring from about $18 to 
$89%. The peak was reached on 
July 18, Pecora said, and the next 
day, as election returns virtually 
assured repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment, it slid suddenly back 
to about $40. 

“Protection of Stockholders.” 

Brown testified that the methods 
he had used to support corporation 
stock had been “unusual and ab- 
normal” but that he had acted for 
the “protection of stockholders.” 

Brown told the committee of giv- 
ing options to market operators in 
1932 for 30,000 shares of the stock 
at prices ranging from $7 to $11 to 
stabilize the price. Later in the 
year, he said, options were given on 
13,000 shares at prices from $12.50 
to $1450. He testified he and other 
officers and directors of the com- 
pany granted the options to the 
market operators. 

When Brown testified the stock 
eventually reached a high of 89% 
on July 18, 1933, Pecora asked how 
far it subsequently fell. “I don't 
know,” Brown replied, “it went 
down through the earth, but I 
don’t remember how far.” 

Pecora asked if it had not gone 
from 89 to 40 in about an hour. 
“No,” Brown replied. “It was bad 
enough, but not as bad as that.” 
Pecora produced records that the 
stock closed at 89% on July 18 and 
three days later ranged from 29% 
to 44%. ‘ 

Testimony also was presented 
that, while Cutten, a member of E. 
F. Hutton & Co., was interested in 
the alcohol stock through pools, his 
firm was boosting the stock in its 
daily market letter. ” 

Although a report by the broker- 
age firm's statistical department 
had recommended the stock as a 
speculation and not an investment, 
the market letters recommended it 
over and over again. 

“Did you tell your customers you 
had an interest in the stock’?’” Pe- 
cora asked. “No, I did not,” Cutten 
replied. 

“Evils” Pecora Is After. 

Pecora said the new rules 
announced yesterday by the New 
York Stock Exchange were direct- 
ed at “evils” market officials knew 
he was about to disclose.

After Rejecting Offer to 
Plead Guilty. 


Offered two years in the peniten- 
tiary if he would pleag guilty to 
a charge of robbery, George Killian 
preferred to stand trial in Circuit 
Judge Hogan’s .

Killian presented an alibi, sup- 
ported by three witnesses, that he 
was in a poolroom on Waston ave- 
nue at the time of the robbery. As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Flynn, 
however, produced as a witness 
Miss Manon Johnson, who said 
Killian and another man came 
into her house at 3430 Lucas avenue 
soon after the robbery, putting 
handkerchiefs to their faces. 

Killian was identified by Kyle 
as one of the robbers when he was 
arrested about a week after the 
holdup as a participant in a street 
fight. The jury deliberated two 
hours.

John Busch’s Statement. 

John Busch, living at Washing- 
ton, Mo., testified that he had 
stayed with his cousin several 
nights, and that Monday night they 
retired about 9 o’clock, he occupy- 
ing the other twin bed in the room. 

“Mr. Busch was very restless, up 
and down all the time,” he testi- 
fied. “He would walk around, com- 
plaining about his heart. Finally 
we decided to call Dr. Rutledge, 
and he came about midnight and 
prescribed for Mr. Busch. He stayed 
till about 3:45, when Mr. Busch got 
sleepy. “Mr. Busch was wide awake 
again at 7. He said, ‘I can't stand 
this, can’t you do something about 
it?". He was almost like an insane 
person, and there was a staring 
look in his eyes. He would look 
out of the window and then lie 
down, and would constantly beg me 
to do something. About 7 the maid 
came in and brought a little break- 
fast, some tea, I think. At 7:30 I 
dressed and was reading the paper, 
and he was lying down again. He 
said, ‘Why don’t you go down .to 
breakfast, and please come back 
this evening.’ I said, ‘all right, boss, 
lll be back.’ The next I heard, 
the maid said he had shot him- 
self.” 

He was asked whether Mr. Busch 
had said anything after shooting 
himself, and replied that he had 
said nothing. “It was evident that 
he had suffered intensely,” he said. 
“The gun was lying on my bed, sev- 
eral feet from his right hand.” 

Physician Tells of Visit. 

Dr. Rutledge testified to being 

called to the house at midnight 
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when it was hard to get his breath, 
and when his feet would swell.

Jurney has brought a new mean- 
ng to his title, however, since he 
left the employ of Senator Copeland 
of New York last March to become 
sergeant-at-arms. For sartorial ele- 
gance and dignified demeanor he 
compares favorably with any Sena- 
tor. 

His frock coat is as impressive 
as that of Ashurst of Arizona.

The 21,999 additional shares then 
muurchased, Mays said, had been 
pwned by Caldwell & Co., South- 
rn investment house, and were of- 
fered by banks after the failure 
of the Caldwells. The price was 
$79'> a share, which Mays de- 
cribed as a distress price. The 
lividend was $1.50 a share. 


Dividends After Purchase. 


The purchase of the stock was 
ompleted before the dividend was 
clared. Two directors of Conti- 
ental Securities, Dr. T. F. Guthrie 
id Joseph Ledbetter, borrowed 
0.937 from the Wellston Trust 
0 to make the payment. Dr. 
uthrie’s note was for $45,000 and 
Ledbetter’s was for $45,937, and 
each posted 5000 shares of the Con- 
tinental Life stock as collateral. 
Thus, McHaney pointed out, they

Little Chancellor Relies on Great Powers to 
Balk Hitler’s Designs and Keep 
His Nation Independent.

VIENNA, Feb. 14.—Austria today 


is struggling in a conflict very like 


civil war. 
Chancellor Engelbert Dollfiss is 


crushing the Socialists. His iron- 
jawed adjutant, Maj. Emil Fey, has 
driven the Socialists out of office 


and with all the military forces of 
the country under arms, with rifles 
and bayonets, barbed wire, machine 
guns and now artillery, has initiated 
action utterly to destroy the party 
that once ruled Vienna. 

This blow, however, though it 
falls today on the Socialists, ‘s ulti- 
mately aimed at the Nazis. It is in 
the long run intended to help Doll- 
fuss keep Austmia independent of 
Germany. By smashing the Social- 
ists, the Dollfuss Government ex- 


a pects to do three things: 


1. Satisfy Prince Starhemberg 
and his Heimwehr (Home Guard) 
who furnish Dollfuss his chief 
semi-military support and who 
have demanded the destruction of 
the Socialist party as the price of 
their loyalty to the Governm nt. 

2. To remove the Nazis’ lust 
excuse to charge Dollfuss with 
being in league with the Reds. 

3. To show the Nazis how strong 
the Government is and that it 
could strike the Nazis just as Lard 
as it is striking the Socialists now. 
Dollifuss on the Nazis. 

But Chancellor von Papen tried 
these same tactics in Germany. 
There, too, the Government first 
removed the Socialists from the 
field, but the Nazis seized the fruits 
of victory. Will this happen in Aus- 
tria? If Dolifuss goes, the Nazis 
come. If the Nazis come, trouble 
comes with them, maybe war. 

Europe thinks in these terms of 
the Austrian question. The reason 
Adolf Hitler wants Austria are the 
reasons Italy, France, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia and- England do not want 
him to have it. They are deter- 
mined to keep him out, but not as 
determined as he is to get in. 

There is only one man in Cen- 
tral Europe who is just as determ- 
ined to keep Hitler out as Hitler is 
determined to get in. That is En- 
gelbert Dollfuss, Chancellor of 
Austria, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Defense, the Interior and 
Agriculture, 41 years old, youngest 
head of a Government in Europe, 
scarcely 5 feet tall, the smallest 
man in public life in the world. 


Faces Germany Unafraid. 

Great Powers have trembled be- 
fore Germany. Austria under Doll- 
fuss has not trembled. Men big 
enough to make three of Dollfuss 
have cowered physically before the 
threat of the Brown Shirt storm 
troops. Dollfuss, smaller than the 
smallest Brown Shirt alive, has 
dared the whole 2,500,000 of them 
to “come on.” The help of _ the 
great Powers has been essential in 
maintaining Austrian indepen- 
dence. But without Dollfuss the 
great Powers. probably would have 
to resign Austria to her fate Doll- 
fuss smiles often, talks fast, looks 
very tired, but they say he has 
looked that way all his life. 

His two tasks are to keep. the 
Austrian Nazis out by police pow- 
er and by improving the economic 
situation; and to keep the German 
Nazis out by using the threats of 
the great Powers. To da the lat- 
ter he has to remind the world con- 
Stantly that the question of Aus- 
trian independence is probably a 
question of peace or war for Eu- 
rope. 

As Chancellor Sees It. 

The independence of Austria 
Ci neerns Europe as a _ whole,” 
Chancellor Dollfuss said to the cor- 
respondent. “It touches the inter- 
ests of every European state. Take 
Poland for example. Just about a 
year ago the most acute tension 
existed between Poland and Ger- 
many. Now Germany has concen- 
trated her whole attention on Aus- 
tria. Also about a year ago the 
relations between Italy and Jugo- 
Slavia gave cause for anxiety. To- 
day the attention of both states is 
concentrated on Germany and the 
question the world is asking is 
what are the real intentions of Hit- 

He folded his hands and leaned 
forward. “On the question of 
whether and how Austrian inde- 
pendence can be maintained, let us 
Civide it into three categories: 
First, can Austria be economicallq 
I independent? Second, what are the 

‘ternal political prospects for the 
pr eservation of Austrian independ- 
ence? Third, what is the role of the 
great Powers? 

“Now I want to preface this dis- 
‘ion with my conviction that we 
will stick it out. There is no ques- 
‘on in my mind about that. We 
le ‘| in the long run win out. But 

om the economic point of view, it 
le . essential thet we improve our ex- 
port trade.” 

Austria’s Economic Problem. 
The Chancellor pointed out that 


Italy had helped most. But France 
and Czecho-Slovakia had failed to 
reflect their political interest in 
their purchases. He asked for more 
tourist trade. He hinted that it 
would help immensely if Austria's 
foreign creditors would realize how 
important her debt burden is in her 
struggle to keep independent. 

“Those who are against the inde- 
pendence of Austria have always 
used the economic argument as 
their strongest propaganda. They 
have argued that Austria, standing 
alone as she is now, cannot live and 
therefora that she must join Ger- 
many. But this is not true. One 
forgets that for long periods of 
time Austria existed within boun- 
daries very similar to those of to- 
day. And we have existed inde- 
pendently since the war. There is 
no reason why we cannot continue 
to exist independently. 

Counts on Support at Home. 

“Now as to the internal political 
situation, I believe it is safe to 
say that today at least 70 per cent 
of the population of Austria is in 
favor of Austria’s independence. 
The Social Democrats have recént- 
ly deciared for it. They had around 
35 per cent of the voters. If you 
take them plus the people back of 
our Fatherland Front we must 
have around 70 per cent of the pop- 
ulation. 

“As to the foreign political sit- 
uation, it is obvious that if all the 
great Powers were opposed to our 
independence there would be small 
chance to maintain it. We might all 
die the deaths of heroes, but it 
would do no good. This of course 
is the position of all the small 
states. But it just happens that 
the interest of many of the great 
Powers is to maintain Austrian in- 
dependence. If the borders of Ger- 
many were to be extended to Italy 
and Jugo-Slavia, the constellation 
of European politics would be ab- 
solutely revolutionized.” 

Finds America Sympathetic. 

With a pencil he carefully drew 
rectangles on a tablet. “Your new 
Minister, Mr. Earle, has shown 
complete understanding of the po- 
sition,” he said. “I am most happy 
over the sympathy America has 
shown Austria. This sympathy is 
a political factur I do not under- 
estimate. Practically you could 
help us most by buying our goods, 
sending us your tourists.” 

“But if all this does fail, Mr. 
‘Chancellor, a good many people say 
you hold the Hapsburg card up your 
oe, the correspondent suggest- 
ed. 

“That question,” he replied earn- 
estly, “cannot be put for Austria 
alone. We alone are too small for 
the Hapsburgs. I do not see it as 
a probable development now and 
I am not striving for it, although I 
do not hold it excluded. For a Da- 
nubian state perhaps. But it is not 
a real problem now.” 

“Do you feel any lessening of the 
pressure from Germany?” 

“No. As the situation is at pres- 
ent National Socialism in Austria 
continues to live only because of the 
encouragement and support it re- 
ceives from Germany. There are 
few signs that the intentions of Hit- 
ler himself have altered. Hitler, one 
must remember, is an Austrian. 

“What will be the position if Ger- 
Many once more becomes the 
strongest military Power in Eu- 
rope?” 

‘Then the problem will not be just 
an Austrian problem any more.” 

Thirty-five years ago two little 
Austrian boys were playing in their 
front yards, in villages less than 
100 miles apart. Today the two 
Austrian country boys are dicta- 
tors, of brother countries. They are 
quarreling. Hitler is four years old- 
er, and 60,000,000 bigger. The odds 
are on his side. Dollfus has only 
his nerve, and a few big friends. 


NRA CODES MUST BE POSTED 


Failure of Firms to Comply Pun- 

ishable by Imprisonment. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 
NRA has issued regulations by 
which establishments remaining 
under national codes -must post 
prominently the labor require- 
ments of their codes together with 
detailed «directions of how em- 
ployes may file complaints of viola- 


tion. Failure to comply with these 
rules will be punishable by a $500 
fine or six months imprisonment. 
The rule was issued under an ex- 
ecutive order signed by President 
Roosevelt, Feb. 8, which restated 
that whatever regulations might be 
issued under it by the Administra- 
tor for Industrial Recovery were 
enforecable under the act and that 
violations were subject to the fine 
or imprisonment prescribed in the 
act. This penalty under Johnson's 
order was made applicable not only 
to those failing to post the regula- 
tions, but to anyone posting incor- 
rect copies. Employers subject to 
more than one code must post the 
labor provision of each code they 


are working under. 
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Bit by bit, on‘tiny rectangles of 
smoked glass carried aloft by small 
balloons, Eastern scientists at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field are piecing to- 
gether a picture of a wave in the 
stratosphere eight to 14 miles above 
the ground. 

At 2:43 p. m. yesterday the first 
red bag, trailing its precious alum- 
inum instrument case in a bamboo- 
protective framework on a 30-foot 
shock absorbing elastic string, 
swung aloft. Every two hours 
through the night an alarm clock 
jangled to rouse the meteorologists 
from their catnaps in a hangar to 
send up another balloon. The tenth 
floated free above the concrete 
apron of the field at 10:43 a. m. to- 
day, and the thirty-eighth and last 
will rise at 6:43 p m. Friday. 

Until then two-hour catnaps on 
a decidedly impromptu bunk will 
be the only rest for the scientists, 
C. G. Rossby, professor of meteorol- 
ogy in Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and his research as- 
sistant, Chris Harmantas. The 
third member of the party, Lieut. 
H. B. Harris of the Massachusetts 
National Guard, has an easier as- 
signment as pilot of the specially 
equipped plane they brought here 
from Cambridge, making two to 
four flights q@ day to record atmos- 
pheric conditions to a height of 
about 17,000 feet. 

$5 Reward for Each Balloon. 

When the last balloon has been 
sent up, the meteorologists will 
hasten back to Cambridge to join 
their two associates, Dr. J. Bjerk- 
nes of Norway and Dr. Hurd Wil- 
lett, and wait for the instruments, 
with their data, to be shipped in by 
whoever finds them after the bal- 
‘loons have burst and fallen. Each 
case bears a tag offering $5 for no- 
tifying the institute, which will 
send a special case for shipping. 

For 10 days, while Dr. Bjerknes 
and Dr. Willett at Cambridge made 
map after map of air currents over 
the whole continent, Prof. Rossby 
and his associates have waited here 
for word that the _ stratospheric 
wave was starting for St. Louis. 
Yesterday the scientists at Cam- 
bridge wired that it was on its way 
from the far Northwest. 

It was 1000 miles from St. Louis, 
designated on the weather map as 
a low pressure area centering 
around Fort Smith in Northwest 
Territory. In afternoon its south- 
ern curve reached Sioux City, ana 
today it was touching Northern 
Missouri. 

It is traveling, Prof. Rossby ex- 
plained, along a “polar front”—a 
boundary line between cold, dry air 
from the North Polar region and 
warm, moist air from the Pacific. 
He marked it out on the weather 
map as a great loop, curving down 
from the Yukon Valley, west of 
Winnipeg, almost directly over St. 
Louis and then swinging eastward 


'through “Southern [Illinois and 
northwestward toward Quebec. 

Arising in the contrast between 
the cool polar air inside the loop 
and the warmer Pacific air to the 
southwest, he explained, the wave 
would travel along the “polar front” 
like a wave in shallow water 
stretching out along the shore. And 
the wave in the troposphere, or low- 
er atmosphere would be matched 
by a wave in the boundary line be- 
tween it and the stratosphere. 

In general, he said, the tropo- 
sphere extended higher above a 
high pressure area, and was more 
shallow above a low pressure area. 
The boundary line was marked by 
the point at which temperature 
became constant after falling with 
increase of altitude-in the tropo- 
sphere, and so its height could be 
exactly determined by sending up 
a recording thermometer through 
the troposphere into the lower 
stratosphere. 

First Balloons Go Southeast. 

The balloons are expected to 
reach a height of 10 to 14 miles 
and to drift as much as 200 miles 
from St. Louis. As the first four- 
foot bags rose yesterday, a 70-mile- 
an-hour current above the 10,000- 
foot level was carrying them south- 
east. The stratosphere, Prof. Ross- 
by said, begins seven or eight miles 
up. 

Astonishing simplicity character- 
izes the 1%-ounce cargo of instru- 
ments. The “chart” on which the 
precious records are made is half 
an ordinary miscroscope slide which 
has been smoked. It is controlled 
by an aneroid barometer, which 
pulls it to one side as the balloon 
rises. Touching the slide is a stee) 
needle set in a bi-metallic ther- 
mometer, so that the needle makes 
a mark on the smoked glass, as the 
temperature falls. Another needle 
is connected with a human hair, 
which contracts and makes a sec- 
ond line on the “chart” as the hu- 
midity decreases. The record will 
have to be studied under a low- 
power miscroscope. 

The line marking temperature, 
Prof. Rossby explained, will bend 
at. the point where temperature 
ceases to fall in the troposphere 
proportionately with distance from 
the earth, and becomes constant 
in the stratosphere. Variation of 
the location of that angle as shown 
in successive records will be their 
data on the wave in the upper boun- 
dary of the troposphere. 

The earliest records will show 
“normal” conditions, those imme- 
diately following, the beginning of 
the wave and so on successively 
through its successive stages. 
Each instrument case is numbered, 
so that the data of all can be as- 
sembled as they are received at 
Cambridge to form an orderly and 
comprehensive picture of the pas- 
sage of the wave over St. Louis.

STOCK EXCHANGE 
ADOPTS NEW RULE 
ON POOL DEALS 


Effort Made to Stop Op- 
erations ‘for Purpose of 
-Unfairly Influencing 
Price of Any Security.’

NEW YORK, Feb. 14—The New 
York Stock Exchange has adopted 
new rules prohibiting its members 
from having any interest in the 


profits of any pool or other mar- 
ket operation “used intentionally 
for the purpose of unfairly influ- 
encing the market price of any se- 
curity.” 
This was the first of three new 
regulations adoptéd by the ex- 
change’s Governing Committee, on 
the eve of the resumption of the 
Senate Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee’s hearings in Washington on 
Stock Exchange practices. “These 
three rules,” it was announced, 
“have been adopted as a result of 
careful study by officials of the 
exchange which has extended over 
many months.” 
The second rule prohibits any 
member who is acting as a special- 
ist or his firm or any of his part- 
ners acquiring or granting any op- 
tion in respect to the stock in 
which the member is a specialist. 
The third prohibits any specialist 
from disclosing to any person, other 
than certain committees of the ex- 
change, any information in regard 
to orders entrusted to him. 
Comment by Whitney. 
Richard Whitney, president of the 
exchange, in announcing these new 
rules, took occasion to make his 
first comment on the security ex- 
change’s regulation bill introduced 
in Congress last week, saying “a 
hasty examination discloses that it 
contains both good and bad pro- 
visions.” 

He found it dealt with many mat- 
ters already covered by the ex- 
change’s rules, which he regarded 
as “conclusive evidence that the 
purposes of the exchange and the 
purposes sought to be achieved by 
the bill are in many respects iden- 
tical.” 

The exchange’s president ceriti- 
cised the high margin requirements 
proposed as likely to cause much 
liquidation. He thought the prohi- 
bition of brokers advancing credit 
on unlisted securities would work 
a great hardship upon persons who 
have invested in thousands of small 
local companies whose _ securities 
are unlisted. He said the prohibi- 
tion against a member of an ex- 
change acting .s a dealer would

HITLER OFFICIALLY 
ABOLISHES GERMAN 
FEDERAL COUNCIL 


Move Indicated Since Nazis 
Gained Power; Constitution- 
al Section Scrapped.’

BERLIN, Feb. 14-—Chancellor 
Hitler’s Government today abol- 
ished the Reichsrat—the Federal 
Council—thereby abrogating Sec- 
tion Four of the Republican Con- 
stitution of Germany. 
The abrogated section comprises 
articles 60 to 67 of the Constitution. 
They provide for the organization 
of the Reichsrat as follows: The 
Reichsrat represents the states and 
consists of 66 members. Each mem- 
ber has one vote for every 700,000 
inhabitants; any surplus over 350,- 
000, if equal at least to the popu- 
lation of the smallest state, counts. 
as a full vote. A member of 
the Government presides over ‘ts 
plenary and committee sessions. 
The Reichsrat has rights of pre- 
liminary sanction of and protest 
against a Reichstag (Parliament) 
bill, and, if matters reach a dead- 
lock, the President of the republic 
may order a referendum where the 
Reichstag majority is less than 
two-thirds, and he must where the 
majority is over two-thirds. 
Abolition of the  Reichsrat 
amounts to legal recognition of a 
condition existing virtually since 
Hitler’s advent to power and furth- 
er signifies, informed circles said, 
that complete effacement of state 
lines is but a question of time. 
“There is no longer room for a 
body equipped with the right of the 
Reichsrat,” said an official com- 
munique. 


NEW JAPANESE AMBASSADOR 
IS RECEIVED BY ROOSEVELT 


Both Talk Peace; President Says 
U, S. Desires to Co-operate With 
All Nations of Pacific.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Hirosi 
Saito, Japan’s new Ambassador to 
the United States, presented his 
credentials to President Roosevelt 
at the White House yesterday and 
spoke of the friendship and mu- 
tual confidence of the two nations. 

Saito said he was sure that 
“whatever question, either political 
or economic, may arise between 
our two countries, can and will be 
amicably composed in a spirit of 
friendship and mutual confidence— 
the spirit that has characterized 
our relations ever since Japan 
made, at the instance of the United 
States, her formal entry into the 
family of nations.”

Appoints Cabinet Commit- 
tee to Make Recommen- 
dations on Land and Riv- 
er Development Policy.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14-—Details 
of President Roosevelt's permanent

Under the President’s prelimin- 
ary plan. the United States wouid 
be divided into five or more reg- 
ions, each of which would be a 
natural geographic, economic and 
social unit.

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OUR HOME-COMING GOLD. 

In the last two weeks, there has been a large flow 
of funds to the United States from France and other 
European countries. This movement, after Mr. Roose- 
velt’s order fixing the new gold content of the dol- 
lar, is a reversal of the international flow of funds 
which had been taking place for some months pre 
viously. After the suspension of gold payments in 
the United States, there was a large exodus of funds 
from this country. This took the form of purchases 


Jot foreign exchange rather than the export of gold. 


Estimates of this expatriation of. American capital 
differ widely, and the frequently quoted figure of 
one billion dollars is probably excessive. Yet the 
fact stands that many Americans, as well as foreign- 
ers with funds invested here, sold dollars and bought 
pounds and francs and other gold standard curren- 
cies. It was this speculative buying on private ac 
count of foreign currencies, rather than gold-buying 
hbroad by the American Government, that forced 
down the dollar on the exchanges, thus accomplish- 
ing its pufpose just as effectively as if the Govern- 
ment had bought foreign gold on a large scale. 

The decline in the dollar was not based on any 
great decline in its buying power, over commodities, 
but on these large purchases of foreign currencies. 
The dollar was under-valued on foreign exchanges. 

With removal] of public uncertainty in regard to 
the immediate future of the dollar, this selling of the 
dollar stopped and in its place came a pressure to 
transfer foreign funds to this country and to repatri- 
ate American funds that had sought refuge in Great 
Britain and the nations of the gold bloc. This de 
sire to get back to the dollar has been accentuated by 
the recent political] difficulties in France. 

Ordinarily, large international transfers of funds 
are not made by the shipment of gold, but through 
purchases of foreign exchange, which arise out of 
commodity trade, tourist expenditures and payments 
of interest on international indebtedness. Only ag the 
dollar may be quoted above the gold import point is 
there a motive for the shipment of physical gold to 
this country. But in the rush to transfer funds to this 
country, the dollar rose more than 6 per cent above 
its new parity with the franc. The result has been 
a large flow of gold to this country, placing a heavy 
strain on the gold reserves of France. 

It is natural that this international capital move- 
ment should take place in response to the security 
which the dollar now seems to offer. It is not sur- 
prising that exchange is at the gold point. Until 
prices have risen in this country in response to the 
cut in the gold content of the dollar, our currency 
will be in a strong position and will almost certainly 
hold itself slightly above par. But we have no need 
for additional gold at this time. Our reserves are 
larger than at the high noon of prosperity. 

In the satisfaction that Americans are taking in 
this evidence of confidence in the dollar, we should 
not lose sight of the international aspects of the sit- 
uation. This repatriation of funds can come about 
in an orderly way, through foreign exchange trans- 
actions, or the movement of gold to this country can 
continue on a large scale. The continuance of this 
flow could well have a very unsettling effect on the 
European financial situation. 

Flattering as it might be to the pride of many 
Americans to see the gold standard broken in France, 
it is in our interest to prevent monetary collapse on 
the Continent, and to have the repatriation of Ameri- 
can funds come through orderly and gradual opera- 
tions on the exchange markets rather than through 
a sudden depletion of European gold reserves. Eu- 
ropean observers have expressed concern over the 
large American stabilization fund. It is true that 
this fund, if imprudently used, could throw the for- 
eign exchange markets into chaos. But if wisely used 
in the temporary purchase of foreign exchange, it can 
prevent the needless flow of gold to this country, and 
permit the repatriation of the dollar to take place 
without disturbing world finance still further.

The 
hero was Wilson W. Mills, president of the Detroit 
Banking Co., who, in January, 1933, increased his 
salary from $40,000 a year to $50,000. At that time, 
the Detroit banks were going down for the third and 
last time, the Michigan bank holiday was just around 
the corner, and the March collapse a moon and a 
crescent away.

A CHEERFUL VOICE AMID THE MOURNERS. 

When the Republicans are in power, Lincoln's 
birthday is a time of jubilation; when they are out, 
it becomes a feast of lamentation. It was the latter 
occasion this year. Rachel weeping for her children 
and Niobe bathed in tears were Pollyannas alongside 
the Old Guardsmen as they dreed their weird. 

In New York City, Missouri’s Arthur Hyde grieved 
over the “regimentation of men and thought” ushered 
in by the New Deal, deplored the fact that the House 
was gagged and the Senate cowed, and predicted “‘ab- 
olition of the Bill of Rights.” Representative James 
M. Beck urged his audience to oppose the current “de- 
struction of our form of government,” Senator Dick- 
inson of Iowa denounced the Government's helping 
distressed individuals and groups, but neglected to 
cite a text from Lincoln upholding such a view. 

Col. Frank Knox of Chicago, speaking in Des 
Moines, wrung his hearers’ hearts over the “destruc 
tion of our ‘national fabric.” Representative Harold 
McGugin of Kansas, orator of the day at Greensboro, 
N. C., sorrowfully pointed out that the Democrats 
were unable to rule save by dictatorship. Senator 
Moses, speaking in Boston, called Roosevelt an apos- 
tle of Karl Marx, who was marching the country to 
Moscow. 

Everett Sanders, G. O. P. national chairman, made 
a scholarly address at Gettysburg, pointing out that 
the secret of Lincoln’s success and, in fact, of any- 
body’s, lay in his conservatism. He deplored the 
decay of that noble tradition. Mr. Sanders’ exam- 
ple was rather unfortunate, however: Lincoln’s speech 
in a debate with Douglas, which was denounced by 
Republican politicians of the time as “too radical.” 

Among all these mournful Republican dirges, the 
voice of ex-Gov. Caulfield of Missouri sounded the 
only happy note. Speaking at Salina, Kan. he as 
serted his party’s duty to give constructive criticism 
of the administration, and thereupon uttered some 
choice bits of such criticism; but he made no moan 
that all ,was lost. Rather, he warned against ob 
structiohism, cautioned against being wedded to the 
past, and summoned the people, Republicans in par- 
ticular, to support the President’s efforts. He thus 
departed from the tearful mood of the day’s orators: 

The most important task immediately con- 
fronting the nation is to restore prosperity; to 
return millions of unemployed to work and to 
create a greater market for the products of the 
farm. The President is doing his best with the 
instruments of government to achieve these great 
results. But he cannot succeed in this task with- 
out the co-operation of all the people. 

The first thing to be done is to eliminate fear 
and restore confidence. The Republican cohorts 
have the power, by our own attitude, to supplant 
fear with courage, lack of confidence with faith. 
Let us revive in our hearts the faith and courage 
of the pioneers and we'll drive this thing called 
depression into the Atlantic Ocean. 

If anyone was offering a blue ribbon for the most 
constructive oratory of the day, Mr. Caulfield would 
have won it in a walk.

August A. Busch passed through two of the greatest 
trials in American history, during the World War 
and the subsequent era of national prohibition, and 
he acquitted himself honorably in both tests. 

He left a fine record of public spiritedness in St. 
Louis, but he will be best remembered for his ex- 
emplary conduct during prohibition. 

Mr. Busch was the chief executive of Anheuser- 
Busch, Inc.,, the largest brewery in the United States. 
Prohibition meant more to him and his business than 
to anyone else or any other concern in the nation. 
Yet no breath of suspicion ever attached to his firm’s 
plant. It obeyed the law absolutely. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Busch did not long survive the 
passing of prohibition. He lived to see rationalism 
remedy an intolerable situation, as he lived to see 
the great brewery resume its place in the community 
and the national economy; but his health failed at a 
time when he might otherwise have been as happy 
as he was grateful. 

As the head of the first generation of his family 
to be born in the United States, Mr. Busch did more 
than leave many kindly and charitable memories. He 
did what few men are privileged to do so finely as 
he did, and became an exemplar of Americanism.

R. MILLS makes an interesting speech. 

That one must admit even when one 

recalls how ludicrously wrong he was 
in many of his utterances and forecasts 
when he was Mr. Hoover’s Secretary of the 
Treasury. He delivers his speeches, more- 
over, in the best House of Commons man- 
ner, which is paying him a real compliment, 
and he clothes his thoughts in excellent lan- 
guage. His address in Topeka Jan. 29 seems 
to me by all means the best criticism yet 
made of the President’s policies from the 
opposition side, and his statement of the 
duty of the opposition was historically cor- 
rect and well put.

Altogether, loans of $2,545,718 were made to di- 
rectors and officers. They were slow loans. On 
Oct. 31, 1933, they had been reduced only to $2,363,- 
535, and the collateral, meantime, according to an in- 
vestigating committee, had declined until it was no 
longer adequate. Following the committee’s findings, 
the Texas Corporation’s board of directors ordered 
the formulation of a plan for prompt liquidation. 
All of the loans have now been liquidated, except 
that to R. C. Holmes, who was president and chair- 
man of the executive committee when the loan policy 
was decided upon. His loan has been reduced. 

But the strange thing about the whole affair was 
that the board of directors was not taken into the 
confidence of the executive committee. It was not 
given a chance to approve or disapprove this method 
of handling the company’s money. The information, 
according to the investigating committee, was with- 
held at the order of the same Mr. Holmes. 

This is one of many examples that have been un- 
earthed of the dangers of separating ownership from 
management of our large corporations, This danger 
forms one of the main motifs of Berle and Means’ 
great book, “The Modern Corporation and Private 
Property.” The ownership. of most of our big indus 
tries and businesses is divorced from management 
and control. In most cases, stockholders are unable 
to check the actions of management, which often are 
for the interest of a little group of insiders.

Why cannot the company pay its debts? That is 
an open secret.

A plumber soldered 
the drain pipes for the lavatory. 

When the Siren Blows. 

At 3:30 the siren blew. The ra- 
dio went on in the large dormitory, 
a boy came over to the resident 
medical student to get lozenges for 
his cough. Poker, rummy, soli- 
taire, and crap games started in 
the dormitories. 

Joe Davis was in on one of the 
poker games. Joe had two kings 
showing in five-card stud, which 
was good enough to win the pot of 
45 cents—equal to half of his 
week’s pay. At first the men got 
75 cents a week, besides room, 

board and clothes, but the Gov- 

ernment soon increased this 15 

cents. 

Oxford Graduate in Camp. 

Joe is a graduate of Magdelene 
College, Oxford, specialist in mathe- 
matics, former master at an En- 
glish boys’ school, former private 
tutor, and former accountant for 
a Chicago engineering firm where, 
when he was fired in May, 1932, he 
made $350 a month. Stock market 
crash, closed bank, mortgaged home 
alimony, liquor, gambling. These 
have made Joe look older than his 
00 years, but not bitter. 

Joe has begun to teach classes— 
in English, mathematics, Latin, 
chemistry, French and accounting 
—at the camp and he hopes the 
Government will pay him a regular 
salary for it. Then some day back 
to teaching or accounting. 

Others look to the strawberry and 
wheat harvest for their next real 
pay. An English riding instructor 
wants to get back to Pinehurst. A 
fellow in his late twenties wants to 
start a typewriter repair agency.

The camp has a social welfare 
worker who attempts, if possible, to 
place the men if a suitable job 
comes along. If any resident can 
show that he has a job waiting for 
him somewhere else, the Govern- 
ment will pay his fare there. 

Questionnaire Tests. 

A few weeks ago the worker 
brought out a questionnaire. It 
was made up of 100 arbitrary state- 
ments. If one agreed, he marked 
it plus, if not, minus. 

The statement that caused most 
discussion was: “New-born de- 
formed babies of whose permanent 
helplessness we can be sure, should 
be put to death at the outset.” Out 
of 22 answers, 12 said yes, 10 no. 
And they are still arguing. 

The gréat majority of the men 
have seen domestic difficulties, 
either their own or those of their 
parents. Yet 11 out of 22 agreed 
with the statement: “Any kind of 
a home is better than no home at 
all.” Fifteen agreed that “no in- 
dividual, even though he feels that 


in committing suicide.” 

The closest they came to unani- 
mity was on the statement: “Hus- 
bands and wives should have fre- 
quent vacations from each other 
of several days or even weeks.” 
Only two dissented. 

A concentration camp to provide 
food and shelter for transients has 
been established in East St. Louis 
in a large two-story brick factory 
building at 825 Brady avenue.

CHARLES R. FLINT DIES, 


ORGANIZER OF TRUSTS 


Retired Ship Owner, Who Had 
Fortune of $100,000,000, 
: Succumbs at 84, 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, ‘Feb. 14.—Charles 

R. Fiint, often called “the father 
of trusts,” died in his hotel suite 
here Monday night of arterio-sclero- 
sis. He was 84 years old. 
Mr. Flint was said to have had 
a greater part in the organization 
of big corporations than any other 
American, organizing more than 20 
of the largest industrial and financ- 
ing concerns. 3 

The fortune he amassed was said 
to have placed him among the 
country’s wealthiest men. Estimates 
ranged from $100,000,000 to $200,- 
000,000 at the time of his retire- 
ment in 1931. 

A native of Maine, he descended 
from a family closely associated 
with ship building and at one time 
representing the largest ownership 
of sailing vessels out of this coun- 
try’s ports. 

Began as Dock Clerk. 

His first job, Mr. Flint once re- 
lated, was as a “dock clerk” at $4 
a day. Later, he became a partner 
of the late W. R. Grace, ship owner 
and former mayor of New York, 
receiving a 22 per cent interest in 
the Grace corporations. ; 

In 1889 he fitted out ships for the 
revolutionists who deposed the Em- 
peror Don Pedro of Brazil, and 15 
years later he sold the Russian im- 
pire 20 submarines and torpedo 
boats for about $30,000,000. 

He was agent for the Wright 
Brothers in their efforts to obtain 
Governmental backing for air- 
planes,

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 14—The 


Black Uhlan of the prize ring, Max 
Schmeling, was the forgotten man 
of boxing today. He has forgotten 
how to fight. ‘ 

He started last night on his 


- comeback trail, a former heavy- 


weight champion of the world, and 


twelve rounds, still trying, still 
grinning, still brave as any man 
who ever pulled on leather — but 
beaten and torn by: the gloved 
fists of: Steve Hamas. 


Hamas is the 26-year-old young- 


ster from Passaic, N. J., who made 
his first athletic name half a dozen 
years ago as a football fullback at 
Penn State. He came out of col- 
lege, took up boxing. He once 
knocked out Tommy Loughran in 
two rounds. He has lost two de- 
cisions to the former light heavy- 
weight champion. - 

They would have called him can- 
non fodder for Schmeling in 1930 
when the German won the heavy- 
weight title from Jack Sharkey on 
a foul; in 1931 when he knocked 
out Young Bill Stribling in Cleve- 
land in fifteen rounds; in 1932 
when he lost his crown back to 
Sharkey. Last night Schmeling 
was cannon fodder for a boy who 
would have been fortunate to have 
acted as his sparring partner back 
in the days when Schmeling was 
tough and hungry. 

15,000 Attend. 

A crowd of 15,000, the largest to 
see a fight in Philadelphia since 
Gene Tunney won the heavyweight 
title from Jack Dempsey in the 
Sesqui-Centennial Stadium in 1926, 
saw Schmeling hesitate, fumble, try 
and fall against the rugged, clean- 
cut youngster. That crowd paid 
$38,000 to see Schmeling fail as 
completely as he did last summer, 
when Max Baer knocked him out 
in ten rounds in the Yankee Stad- 
jum in New York. 

Hamas stabbed him with left jabs, 
and the Schmeling who used to 
brush them aside and shuffle in 
with right hand chops to the head, 
strength-sapping left hooks to the 
body, stood and took them. Hamas 
slugged him with both hands, and 
the Schmeling who once revelied in 
that kind of going, stood there help- 
less, and blinked. : 

Schmeling’s left eyebrow was 
slashed open so deeply in the ninth 
round that three stitches were re- 
quired to close the wound today, 
but the courage of the Teuton from 
the Black Forest remained un- 
dimmed. He fought on through a 
bloody haze, trying, plugging, heav- 
ing a right hand that has lost its 
Sting. 

With the last punch of the 
eleventh round, a right hand smash, 
he broke Hamas’ nose and the 
blood from the two of them crim- 
soned them to the waist. Through 
the twelfth, the final round, they 
fought head to head like a pair of 
wounded moose, horns locked in a 
death struggle. 

At the end, Schmeling, only 28 
Pears of age, was the stronger of 
the two, but the decision of Refe-

was unanimous.

Sidestepping an attempt to ques 
tion her about her own activities, 
Mrs. Roosevelt said:

You see there isn't room 
eriough in the spotlight for both of 
us,” she said after having paid 
tribute to Ottawa's 30-below zero 
weather as “exhilarating.” 

Asked to what she attributed the 
President's remarkable energy, she 
replied: 

“His tremendous energy is a tri- 
umph of mind over body: In fact, 
he has made his handicaps a step 
ping stone to other successes. It is 
my theory that his inability to 
move about freely has permitted 
him to develop a degree of mental 
energy that might otherwise have 
been denied him. 


“If he has intellectual virility, and 
since you have raised the point you 
will not expect me to deny it, I be 
lieve much of it can be traced to 
an uncommonly retentive memory. 
He does not need to assimilate a 
fact more than once. Thereafter it 
is always on file for direction or 
application. 


“You have asked for his outstand- 
ing characteristic from a mother’s 
viewpoint. I feel it is set forth in 
his broad sense of justice, an un- 
selfish, disinterested and humane 
justice. To me, that is so. It goes 
back to his early childhood. when 
he had almost a fury for play 
end an unusually amiable disposi- 
tion. He got that from his father. 
I am not just and often, I fear, am 
not amiable. But even yet, when 
I criticise anyone, in his presence, 
it hurts him more than the one 
criticised. And so he is reforming 
me. I grow less critical.” 

“A policeman in New York,” an 
interviewer said, “told me you 
groomed your son for the presiden- 
cy from infancy, that you con- 
trolled him and still dominate his 
actions.” 

The brown eyes of the President’s 
mother flashed. 

“Ridiculous,” she retorted. “There 
was never a thought that he should 
enter politics. There was not and 
is not now any domination. We edu- 
cated him as we thought a gentle- 
man required to be educated. He 
learned French and German, and 
we had hoped that perhaps he 
might find his way into the diplo- 
matic service. His arrival at the 
place he now occupies is a tribute 
alone to his own fervor for public 
service, not to the design, domina- 
tion or influence of any other in- 
dividual.” 

“Does he write to you frequent- 
ly?” Mrs. Roosevelt was asked. 

“In that respect,” she replied, “he 
is like other sons. He does not 
write often. But, you see, the tele- 
phone is a very handy instrument 
and there is something in personal 
conversation that is lacking in most 
letters. He telephones to me I 
think I like it better than letters.” 

“Does the task he faces from day 
to day affect his norma) spirits or 
health?” 

“I think not. He loves his job. 
The doctor calls daily and has eae 
docile patient, for my son doesn't 
want to be fill. [If the doctor tells 
him to get to bed, he goes. But 
in his room he works just as hard 
as he does when he is in his office.” 

“Are you proud of your son?” 

“I would rather not answer that 
question,” replied the mother of the 
President of the United States. “My 
son might hold the answer against 
me on some future occasion. Even 
mothers must be careful in publicly 
commending their children.”
